CORRUPTION IN INDIANA. 


Concerning political corruption in 


Indiana John Gilmer Speed, in Har- 
pers' Weekly, has this to say: 


Among the larger and more popu- 


lous states in the union, Indiana has 
long had a peculiar position. It has 
always been counted as one of the 
doubtful states, and the fact that un- 
til recent years the state elections 
were held in October preceding the 
November elections for the presi- 
dency,5 gave it a prominence which 
always attracted the anxious atten- 
tion, of the country. These October 
elections were much more than a rec- 
onnaissance in force, of more import- 
ance than a preliminar skirmish 
along the lines of th'l 
contending 


parties; they were desperately fought 
battlesj and in every instance, I be- 
lieve, indicated how the election was 
to go, not only in Indiana in the fol- 
lowing month, but in the country at 
large. Tilden carried the state In 
1876, Cleveland in 1884 and ir. 1892, 
losing it in 1888 to Harrison by the 
narrow plurality of 2,^.48 votes. The 
importance of these October elections 
made Indiana contests very fierce, 
and money has been used there with 
a freedom and 
plentiftilness 
im- 


equaled in. any other grea: state, ex- 
cept New York and New Jersey. 
Most of the money, even in state elec- 
tions preceding a national 
contest, 


has come from outside tho state. The 
proportion, indeed, has been more 
than $2 from outside to $1 contrib- 
uted from inside the state. 
"Even now, when the C^tober elec- 
tions have been abolished, the venal 
voters have become so insistent that 
the practical politicians deem it wise 
to meet their demands. At the last 
election, which Mr. Roosevelt carried 
by a plurality of 93,944, more than 
$600,000 was spent by both parties, 
besides the sums "knocked, down" by 
the politicians to whom the corrup- 
tion money was intrusted- This was 
almost a dollar a head for the voters: 
of the state; and this, too, in a year 
when the republican, national com- 
mittee had no doubts whatever as to 
the result of tho election in the state. 
At this election the democrats were 
able to meet the republicans more 
than half-way and to match them 
dollar for dollar in the buying of 
votes. This being the case, the venal 
votes probably counterbalanced each 
O'ther, and the final polling really in- 
dicated the views of those unbought. 
Moreover, the vote was tolerably full, 
which shows that the organizations 
of both parties did zealous work in 
"bringing out the electors. 


There is a quiet, but very deter- 


mined, movement in Indiana to puri- 
fy the elections. The retiring gov- 
ernor, Colonel Durbin, in his last 
message, spoke very plainly of the 
prevailing bribery at the polls and in 
the legislature, and of the debasing v 
effect of these practices on the public 
life of the officials and the private 
morals of the people.' *- * * As; 
far back as 1880 it 
was not only i 


charged, but very generally believed, i 
that the state had been earned by; 
the use of money. In the previous 1 
election money was als^ most plenti- 
ful; 
and from then till now, a pe- 


riod of twenty-eight year^ there has 


IUTV teen a scarcity of corruption 
money in Indiana. This has had the 
result that even in. comparatively 
unimportant local contests the can- 
didates and their friends, as Colonel 
Durbin has pointed out, have had, as 
a general thing, to spend on election 
day and In pre-election expenses more 
than the offices sought paid in salary. 
The effect of such expenditures on 
the elected officials is obvious. Thej 
are obliged to find some way to reim- 
burse themselves. If the stories that 
pass current in Indianapolis and 
other Hoosier cities ara founded on 
even half truth we may believe that 
many of the elected officials find the 
way.

Commission in New York Now 


at Work on New Theory 


of Disease. 


N«w York, April 8—The possibility 


that cerebro-spinal meningitis may 
be similar in its causes to the often- 
imurable distemper peculiar to doga 
has started the commission appointed 
by the board ot health on a new line 
of inquiry. 


It will study tie disease in dogs 


and meanwhile seek to stop the pos- 
sible spread of the disease by atten- 
tion to stray dogs and cats. 


"While there were 181 deaihe from 


meningitis . in. the city last week," 
said Dr. Herman Biggs, consulting 
physician to the commission, at its 
meeting l«St night, "that is an in- 
significant number compared with 
the number of people in Mew York. 
Compared with pneumonia the num- 
ber of deaths is small. Last.week 
there were twenty-four deaths'from 
pneumonia 'out of -1,200 cases. There 
were 218 cases of meningitis alto- 
gether last week. For the six days 
of this week there have been ninety- 
six deaths and the number for the 
week probably will be. abou^ 110, a 
decrease of twenty-one." 


Seventeen deaths from the disease 


were reported during Thursday. 
An 


average ot twenty-five 
developing 


cases have been reported daily. 
. At rfellevue hospital the operation 
for the disease, which consists 
drawing off the fluid from the spinal 
canal, is being tried in more oases 
with apparent success. 
" "The only question is," said one ot 
the staff at the hospital, "whether we 
are getting all 'the discharge from 
the canal. We are not able to tell, 
because there is no X-ray strong 
enough to determine 
whether the 


fluid is clogged in the brain. It is 
believed that in the advanced oases 
It does clog up." 


At the hospital is a six-year-old 


lad, taken there three weeks age. 
A surgeon trephined the boy's skull 
and drew off the fluid 'which causes 
the trouble. The patter* is still liv- 
ing and shows improvement.

Madrid, April 8.—Four hundred 
lersons were killed or injured today 
by the collapse of a new water res- 
rvoir in course of construction. Fifty 
todies have already been recovered. 
The prince of the Asturias, the war 
minister, Jhe governor of Madrid 
and a representative ot the king- have 
jone to the spot to superintend the 
fork of rescue. Troops sent to the 
scene are engaged in helping the suf- 
'erers and recovering tho bodies of 
the dead. 


The catastrophe caused a profound 


sensation throughout the eityr All 
work was suspended anu the people 
locked to the scene. 


King Alfonso was shooting at Car- 


ttianchel when he heard of the disas- 
ter and immediately went to the 
scene. 
His arrival V7as the signal 


!or ovations from the crowds. The 
dng was deeply moved and insisted 
upon personally supervising the re- 
lief measures. ' 


Working parties are gradually re- 


moving the debris and continue to 
recover mutilated bodies, fragments 
of flesh and limbs. 


A -workman who was injured says 


the collapse was so sudden and com- 
plete that it was impossible to tell 
what happened. The men at work on

Rockefeller has acquired a large pro- 
portion of his wealth b;- illegitimate 
methods and that to such ill-gotten 
gains he has no moral right (legal 
rights do not enter into thj discus- 
sion).

Rockefeller has a moral right to the 
money which he gives away. It fol- 
lows, therefore, that the board has 
no right to accept his gift until that 
reasonable doubt is removed.

The latest reports 
show that the earthquake was even 
more disastrous than at first be- 
lieved. 
Of a total population of 


nearly'5,000 in the town of Kangra, 
it is believed that only five hundred 
are left'alive. Many of these have 
fled. 
Of the police only 
five 
are 


alive. Many people aro still impris- 
oned in the ruins. Dharmsala, Kan- 
gra, Palaupur, Dhawan and all the 
neighboring villages were completely 
wrecked. Sujanpur, having a popu- 
lation of about 6,000, is reported to 
be in ruins. The shocks still con- 
tinue. There is no news from Kuku- 
lu valley, but according to native ru- 
mors a great amount of damage has 
been done. Owing to the scarcity of 
labor at Dharmsala great difficulty is 
experienced in excavating the ruins, 
but the Ghurkas are doing excellent 
work.

perature fell from 39.2 to. 34.8. 


"When the limit of exhaustion -was 


reached the animal -was killed. Tha 
;oxin or poison "was obtained at onc« 
from 
the muscles 
of the animal. 


"When injected into other small ani- 
mals this toxin produced symptoms 
of exhaustion with death at the end, 
of twenty-four hours. 


Dr. Weichardt produced his anti- 


toxin by injecting this toxin into 
horses and -withdrawing the hostile 
serum, as is done in diphtheria anti- 
toxin 
culture. 
These anti-toxin 


scales, unlike the toxin, were found 
to be permanent and remained active 
for months. 
He found further this 


anti-toxin could be absorbed by the 
stomach as well as injected hypoder- 
mically and that one milligram neu- 
tralized ten milligrams 
of poison 


exhaustion.

"This seems, to me possible," said 


Dr. Joseph Collins, jvhen asked for 
his opinion. o£ £r.

LAST SURVIVOR OF 


BUDIHUG TAKEN 


Long Hunt for Ed Franks Ends 


in Colorado Mountains- 


Career of Crime. 


Trinidad, Col., April 7.—After a 


hunt covering a period of six years, 
Tjd Franks, alias Bob McManus, said 
to be the last surviving member of 
"Black Jack Ketchum'e" notorious 
band of robbers, that terrorized New 
Mexico and southern Colorado 
for 


many years, was placed in the coun- 
ty jail at Trinidad today. He wi 
arrested thirty miles south of Trini- 
dad by George Titsworth and Wil- 
liam 
Thatcher, 
deputy 
sheriffs 


Franks lived alone in a desolate 
canon, difficult of approach. 
After 


Iccating Frauis' hut officers 
were 


compelled to make a detour, crawling 
much of the distance, as the place 
commanded a view of the open coun- 
try for miles around. Franks was 
building a corral when the officers 
surprised him. He had a six-shooter 
and a rifle close at hand, but made no 
ftght. 


Franks will be tried at Clayton, N. 


M., on a charge of train robbery, 
which is a capital offense \n that ter- 
ritory. After Black Jack's gang held 
up the Colorado and Southern pas- 
senger train in July, 1898, near 
Folsom, N. MM securing a'large sum 
of money, the robbers separated. Ed 
Farr, then sheriff of Huerfano coun- 
ty, with a posse, surrounded Franks, 
Bam Ketchitm, a brother of Jack, and 
a man named McGinnis, near Folsom 
and a fierce fight ensued. Sheriff 
Farr was killed and two others of 
the posse wounded. Sam Ketchum 
was killed and McGinnis wounded. 
McGinnis was captured a few days 
later and is now serving a life sen 
tence. 
One, month after the' Cim- 


marrou battle Black Jack alone at- 
tempted to hold up the Colorado and 
Southern 
passenger 
train, was 


wounded by Conductor Frank Har- 
rington and captured. He was con- 
victed of train robbery and hanged. 
Members of the posse have always 
declared that Sheriff Farr was killed 
by Franks. Jeff Farr succeeded his 
brother as sheriff and kept up-a con- 
stant search for the fugitive.

BUT WASJI PRINTED 


Voters' Qualification Question 


Was Again Passed by 


( Last Assembly, 


Indianapolis, April 7.—It has just 


been discovered ia. the secretary of 
state's office that the,resolution fa- 
voring the amendment of the consti- 
tution so that the general assembly 
may prescribe the qualification for 
voters, which was adopted by the last 
legislature, was also adopted by the 
legislature of 1903, despite the fact 
that the printed copies of the acts 
of 1903 do not contain this resolu- 
tion. 


At the tim« the resolution was 


adopted by 'the last general assembly 
it was thought that a similar resolu- 
tion had been adopted two years be- 
fore, but an investigation of 
the 


printed acts showed that this resolu- 
tion was not included. Hence it was 
supposed that the Tesolution had not 
been adopted by both branches in 
1903. 
The rececft investigation of 


the house and senate journals, ho\v- 
ever, shows that the resolution was 
adopted. The records are to be found 
on page 1328 of the senate and page 
738 of the house journal. 


Its omission, from the printed acts 


is explained by the fact that the 
resolution was never 
received by 


iovernor Durbin>, and hence it did not 
find its way in the regular channel to 
the office of the secretary of state. 
Just after the resolution was passed 
by the senate under a suspension ot 
the rules Governor Durbin sent up 
iis message saying that he would 
receive no more bills or resolutions 
other than the legislative and con- 


Esional apportionment bills an A 


the general appropriation bill. 


There 
is some 
question 
as to 


whether the resolution, which, waa 
not sig&ed by the governor, is valid 
or not, but the opinion seems to be 
that it is. Section 1 of article 16 of 
the constitution, that part covering 
:he constitutional amendments, pro- 
vides that these 
proposed 
amend- 


ments shall be voted upon and ac- 
cepted by both branches of the legis- 
ature at two different sessions. This 
done, the question which, was the 
subject of the resolution is to be sub- 
mitted to the electors. 


This section of the 
constitution 


makes no reference to the necessity 
for the signature of the governor to 
make the resolution effective, so it is 
hought that, despite the omission of 
the resolution from the printed acts, 
the resolution as passed by the gen- 
eral assembly of 1903 is valid. If 
t is held that the resolution has thus 
)een adopted by two successive legia- 
atures under the constitution, the 
question will be submitted 
to the 


voters at the next general election.

Muncie, Ind,, April 7.—The saloon- 


keepers of Muncie, in mass meeting, 
have unanimously resolved to make 
Muncie a "tight" town and to assist 
in the prosecution of all saloonkeep- 
ers found keeping their places open 
during illegal hours.

Texas Town Outdoes Itself in 


Honoring Nation's 


Executive, 


San Antonio, Texas, April 7.— 


Never has such, a patriotic demons- 
tration been -witnessed here as that 
which greeted President Roosevelt 
today upon his first visit to San An- 
tonio since he organized -the famous 
rough rider regiment in the spring 
of 1898. 
All of the principal busi- 


ness thoroughfares were aflutter -with 
flags and bunting and the president's 
picture was in evidence everywhere. 
The -weather was bright and pleasant. 


The city was early astir to prepare 


its welcome to the president.

passed a night of sound, rest in his 
special train, where a detail of police 
was on guard duty throughout the 
night. At 9:30 o'clock a committee 
of citizens called on the president 
and escorted him to Fort Sam Hous- 
ton. Despite the early hour the en- 
tire route was lined with people; 
who gave the president an enthus- 
iastic welcome. The president stood 
in, his carriage, bowing and smiling. 
When Fort Sam Houston was reached 
a salute of twenty-one guns was fired 
and President 
Roosevelt was 
re- 


ceivetf by Gem. Jesse Lee, commanding 
the departmenit of Texas. After a 
few minutes* chat with the officers 
the president reviewed the troops, 
who paraded in full uniforms. 


GREETED BY CHILDREN". 


Leaving Fort Sam Houston, 
the 


party moved to the city, 
where 


10,000 school children met the presi- 
dent. When he entered the inclosur 
every child held aloft a tiny "United 
States flag and waved it vigorously. 
The children samg "America" and the 
president bared his head and seemed 
to be. pleased with the spectacle. 


The president here was joined by 


an escort of honor made up of thr 
veterans of the Grand Army of the 
Republic and "United Confederate Vet- 
erans. 
The procession then moved 


to the Alamo. The historic old fort 
was in gala attire and in the plaza 
beneath its walls a stand covered 
with, flags and bunting and bearing 
a large picture of the president had 
been erected. 
The president, with 


his escort, ascended the stood and 
delivered a speech. 


GUEST OF ROTTGH RIDERS. 
The president was introduced by 


Hon. J. H. Eirkpatrick. The plaza 
was packed with people and his ad- 
dress was frequently 
interrupted 


with applause and cries of "That's 
right." 


After finishing his speech, the pres- 


ident was taken in charge ' by the 
rough riders, who are holding- their 
annual reunion, and he was their ex- 
clusive guest throughout tho after- 
noon. Luncheon was served at the 
camp in the fair grounds enclosure 
and the president will not return to 
the city until late in the day. 


He will attend a banquet given in 


his honor at the Monger hotel to- 
night, when he will deliver a fare- 
well address. His train will then 
eave for Fort Worth, where exer- 
cises are planned for tomorrow. The 
^resident will then go on a hunting 
trip of several days duration.

CRIME 


Manner of Woman's Death 


Recalls Famous White- 


chapel Murders. 


New York, April 7.—Elements of 


mystery, recalling the 
stories of 


"Jack, the Ripper," who terrorized 
the Whitechapel district of London 
years ago, led to the sensational 
stabbing today in a Thirteenth street 
hotel of a young woman. 
She died 


In a hospital a few hours after the 
stabbing, 
A patron of the hotel 


whom the police put under arrest, 
although admitting he was in the 
woman's company a short time be- 
fore she was injured, declared he did 
not know 
hon 
she 
received the 


wounds that resulted in her death. 
The woman, whose name was Mamie 
Wilson, was stabbed in the abdo- 
men. 
The wound was made by a 


very long knife, for which the police 
are unable to account, and which the 
man under arrest protests did not 
belong to him. The character of the 
cut was similar to that made' on the 
victims of the London "Jack, 
the 


ripper." 
The man under arrest is 


James Boyne, a club steward. 
He 


told the police he was with the wo- 
man last night, but said she had left 
him and he did. not know.how she 
was Btabbed. When he was arrested 
It was found that seveu of Boyne's 
teeth had been knocked out and that 
one of his eyes had been blackened 
by a blow.

Hats, 
handkerchiefs, umbrellas and flags 
were waved by the people. Each 
jersou entering the park bore a 
mall "United States flag, and the 
buttering of thousands of these pa- 
riotic emblems 
made a "beauriful- 


spectacle. 


The park has an area of several 
cres and was covered with the na- 
ional colors, while at every foot 
:gs waved in the breeze. The pres- 


dent was introduced by 
Major 


ames B. Baker and delivered an ad- 


dress. 


Just as the president stepped on 


the platform the school children of 
Waco, led fay a band, sang "Amer- 
ica.'* The entire city was elaborate- 
ly decorated, all -business houses be- 
ing closed by agreement during the 
president's stay.

The president's train made its first

mands, -vhich are no sooner granted 
than they are succeeded by others, 
are acting under instructions from 
the revolutionary leaders who are 
only biding theirtime. 
The em- 


ployers frankly admit that it is im- 
possible to try to continue their busi- 
ness and some of them have already 
shut down. The people are plainly 
becoming panicky and the authori- 
ties also cannot conceal their alarm. 
The guard regiments which usually 
go to camp in April, will be retained 
in St. Petersburgj it is announced, 
until June, ostensibly in order to al- 
low the camps to be cleaned in view 
of the danger of cholera which is re- 
garded as being so serious that the 
sanitary authorities have ordered the 
immediate cleaning- of the streets. 
sewers, cess pools and canals of the 
capital and have issued specific in- 
structions to householders, especially 
in the poorer districts, where the 
people live in cellars. 


DELAY CATTSES IRRITATION.

KANSANS DO HIM HONOR 


Indian Territory Town Where 


No Stop Was Planned Turns 


Out 10,000 People, 


Vinita, I. T., April 5.—President 


Roosevelt 
was routed out 
before 


breakfast today. The 
presidential 


special stopped at Parsons, Kan., at 
7:30 o'clock to change engines and a 
crowd 
of 5,000 persons gathered 


around the private car, "Socket," 
and attracted the attention of the oc- 
cupants by shouts of "Where is heP" 
Several negroes 
called "We 
have 


been waiting since 4 o'clock to see 
you.'1 


The president hurried his dossing 


and stepped to the rear 
plaform, 


where he was cheered. The citizens 
of Parsons had sent to thi; car a huge 
bunch of American 
Beauty 
roses, 


which was placed on the breakfast: 
table. The crowd wa-: not satisfied 
with merely seeing the president and 
in response to a demand for a speech 
he greeted the people briefly. 


PRAISES THE ZANSANS. 


The president, in his speech at Par- 


sons, said: 


Friends, I will just bid you good 


-morning, I am so glad to/be again in 
the Sunflower state. Prom the begin- 
ning I ha-ve believed In your people 
and I am more than grateful for the 
way your people showed your belief !n 
me last November. It Is not passible 
for any man in any position to prom- 
ise that things will seem right. 
All 


flhat he can promise is that so far as In 
him lies, he will do his part towards 
maldng: them right. This I can prom- 
ise, and do. It is !n one stage of "life 
as it is la another. Right here I see 
one o£ the men -who fought in the great 
war. ' All tbat he could do in that war 
was to do his part well, to do all that 
lay In him well. 
And that Is what 


each of us can do, in whatever posi- 
tion he is called to be. It is because 
of whaf you and the average man and 
woman of Kansas have done that Kan- 
sas is so great a state; and It Is what 
every man from the president right 
through has got to do If our country is 
what it should be. 


To you people in Kansas, to you in 


whom I believe so much, there are just 
one or two things I could say in this 
brief moment. There is nothing pe- 
culiar in the qualities you need in gov- 
ernment that differentiates Uioae qual- 
ities from fehe qualities you'need'i"n 
having one private man deal with an- 
other.
